R E D U C T I O N . 


Th to be Made in the Workinir Forces at 
the Pittsburg Shops. 


The Pittsburg railroad shops of this 
city have not sbcwu their nenal activity 
for a Dumber of weeks and railroad 
building, in all its departments, seemed 
to be at an extremely low ebb. 
It has 
been anticipated for several days past 
that eome sort of a reduction would be 
made in tha working force here, and 
last evening our reporter dropped onto 
pretty reliable information to that ef- 
fect. 


The company's oflSoials have been re- 
duclDg the forces at other pointa, and 
ouly a few days ago there was a sweep- 
ing reduction made at the extensive Al- 
toona shops. 
They have now dco.ded 
to make a reduction of ten per cent, in 
the working forces of the shops in this 
city and an order to that effect is ex- 
pected - any moment from headquarters 
at Pittsburg. 
The reduction will effect 
every department of the great Pittsburg 
•«orks and will probably go into effect 
the first of May. 


I^ is not known whether the reduction 
will be in the number of working hours 
or in the number of men employed. 
If 
tlie latter, it will result in throwing .out 
of employment over eighty men. 
Be- 
fere the recent discharge of 225 men the 
works employed 1,^^86 men and their 
present working force is consequently 
861. 


The cause of the anticipated reduc- 
tion is not known, other than that this 
is presidential year, when manufacturers 
ell over the Ciiuatry seem to manifiest a 
desire, for fome reason, to run their 
V-.nsinfjss withia its closest limits. 
The 
uews of tbe reduction will fall like a 
thunder clap upon some of the men 
when tbt y ieain it to-night, for the first 
time from the columns of The Sentinfij. 
It wae decided on at a recent meeting of 
the ofiScials at Pittsburg and our re- 
porter, who often eniffa news in the air, 
traced the rutoors to a pretty reliable 
source and is able to announce the above 
faciit, before they Veach the ears of many 
of the men in the shops.

THE LIQÜOB QUESrrOK. 


The clause of the platform of 1884 re- 
lating to the liquor question are reaf- 
firmed as follows: 


It is provided by the constitution of 
the state that the liberty of the people 
should be protected and that their pri- 
vate property should not be taken with- 
out ju»t compensation, and we are op- 
posed to any change in the constitution

compensation or which unjustly inter- 
feres with their persoual liberty as to 
what they shall eat or drink or as to the 
kind of clothing they shall wear, be- 
lieving that the government bhould be 
administered in that way best calculated 
to confer the greatest good up^n the 
greatest number without sacrificing the 
rights of person or property, and leav- 
ing the innocent creeds, habits, customs 
and business of the people unfettered 
by sumptuary laws, class legislatsau or 
extortionate monopolies. 


While standing faithfully 
by 
the 
rights of property and personal liberty 
guaranteed to the people by the consti- 
tution, we distinctly declare we are in 
favor of sobriety and temperance and all 
proper means for the promotion of these 
virtues; but we believe that a well regu- 
lated license system and reasonable and 
just laws upon the subject, faithfully 
enforced, 
would 
be 
better 
than 
extreme 
meisures, 
which 
being 
subversive of personal liberty and ,in 
conflict with public sentiment, would 
never be affectively executed, 
thus 
bringing law into disrepute and tending 
to make sneaks and hypocrites of our 
people; therefore we are opposed to any 
constitutional amendment 
relating to 
the subject of the manufacture and sale 
of intoxicating and malt liquors.

Capt. Wm. R. Myers is a native of 
Ohio, having been born in the Buckeye 
state fifty-two years ago.

He received a common school education 
and afterward studied law. 
He had 
scarcely begun the practice of his pro 
fession when the war broke out and he 
enlisted as a member of Co. G, Fourth 
Indiana regiment. 
He saw four years 
of active service, participating in all the 
engagements of his regiment and rising 
from private to captain. 
At the close of 
the war he returned to Anderson and re- 
sumed Ihe practice of his profession. 
He began t^ing part in politics early in 
the 70s, dis popularity at his home and 
his ability as a public speaker at once 
pushing him to the front. 
In 1878 he 
made his first race for ofElce, being 
nominated for congress by the demo- 
crats of the old Sixth district. His com- 
petitor, was Gen. Wm. Gross, of Henry 
county, and the district usually gave a 
republican 
majority 
of 
some 
1,- 
300; but 
Captain 
Myers 
made a 
gallant 
race and 
was 
triumphantly 
elected by 600 majority. 
He was a dis- 
tinguished member of congress, but ow- 
ing to a gerrymander of the state his 
county;;was placed in a new district and 
he returned home to find himself renom- 
inated against Godlove S. Orth, then 
one of the most prominent republicans 
in Indiana, in a district overwhelmingly 
republican. 
He again demonstrated his 
ability as a vote-getter by running 1,000 
ahead of his ticket, being defeated by 
only 400 votes, while Albert G. Porter 
carried the district by 1,400. 
This the 
oapttdn regards as the best race he ever 
made. 
In 1882 he was nominated for 
secretary of state and elected by 10,690 
votes, leading the ticket. 
He was re- 
nominated in 1884 and again elected. 
Captain Myers iei a splendid canvasser 
and has always been remarkably suc- 
cessful on thè stump. His record shows 
that he has invariably led his ticket 
No man has a wider acquaintance in the

The Supreme Court Judges. 


Judges Zollars, Niblack and Howk 
were renominated for judges of the su- 
preme court. 
They are among the fore- 
most jurors of the state and their judicial 
careers are too well known to require 
any enconiums at this date. 
They are 
personally popular and highly honor- 
able. 


The Hon. C. C. Matson. 


The Hon. Courtland 0. Matson, can- 
didate for the gubernatorial election, 
has become widely known throughout 
the state by his record in congress, where 
at present he occupies the important po- 
sition of chairman of the house com- 
mittee on pensions. 
Mr. Matson was 
born in Brookville, Ind., on the 25th of 
April, 1841. and consequently passed his 
forty-seventh birthday bnt yesterday. 
After graduating at the common schools 
he entered Indiana As bury (now De 
Pauw) university, and finished (the four 
years' course with honocs. The outbreak 
of the war at the tiino of bis graduation 


vice. 
came a comm^cial traveler. 
In 1874 
he was elected alderman in Fort Wayne 
and was chairman of the finance com- 
mittee of the body. 
In 1876 he was 
elected sheriff of Allen county and was 
re-elected in 1878. 
He was nominated 
for auditor of state two years ago, and 
was defeated with the rest of the ticket, 
but lost none of his pers onal popularity. 


Thomas Byrnes. 


Mr. Thomas Byrnes, candidate for 
treasurer of state, was born in Newark, 
N. J., in 1844. He came to Indiana in 
862 and located in Evansville, where he 
as since resided, 
v.He established a 
branch of a New York tobacco house in 
that city and has been quite successful 
in business. He has never held a public 
office, but has been a member of the 
democratic state central committee. 
He 
was unsuccessful in|the race for]the no"i- 
ination for state treasurer against Mr. 
Cooper in '82, but two years ago waa 
more successful, though he was defeated 
at the polls along with the rest of the 
democratic ticket. 


John W. Kern. 


Mr. John W. Kern, candidate for re- 
porter of the supreme court, was born 
in December, 1849, In Howard county, 
on a farm. 
His father was a country 
physician.' He was educated at Ann 
Arbor, graduating-when he was nineteen 
years old, and from that time had l)een 
engaged in an active law practice at Ko- 
komo, until his election in 1884 as re- 
porter of the supreme court. 
In this 
election he ran ahead of the ticket by 
about 1,400 votes. As a criminal lawyer 
Mr. Kern ranks high. 
He is also par- 
ticularly noted for his oratory and per- 
sonal magnetism. 
He was held in such 
high esteem at bia home in Kokomo 
that the republican oooncil elected him 


four successive terms to fill the office of 
city attornej^. 


The Delegates at Large. 


The committee on organization made 
very happy selections of delegates at 
large to the national democratic conven- 
tion. 
Senators Voorhees and Turpie 
are distinguished representatives of the 
party, and the choosing of the Hon.
